Cons 
Chillicothe 
To Test 
'Live Virus' 


CINCINNATI UP - Tests with 
Chillicothe Reformatory volunteers 
will be the first 
hurdle 
toward 
studies in the United States and 
abroad for a new “live virus” pol­ 
io vaccine. 
That’s the report by the vaccine 
developer, Dr. Albert B. Sabin of 
University of Cincinnati. 
He said that results of the fed­ 
eral institution will have a strong 
bearing on plans he has made with 
fellow scientists for steadily widen­ 
ing tests of the vaccine. 
Dr. Sabin, professor of research 
pediatrics at the UC college of 
medicine, has championed devel­ 
opment of a polio vaccine using a 
live but harmless virus that can 
y easily taken by swallowing. 
He reported development of a 
promising “highly-attenuated” ver 
cion of his live virus vaccine at a 
conference here of the Ohio Valley 
section of the Society of Experi­ 
mental Biology aud Medicines. 
The polio researcher emphasized 
that the new- development repre­ 
sents a “distinct” new step, but 
that it is still undergoing cautious 
tests. 
^ e said, “ it must be pointed out 
that this merely 
represents 
the 
next step forward in the experi­ 
mental studies on an oral polio 
vaccine, rather than a transition 
to mass immuniation.” 
Dr. Sabin said that the tests at 
Chillicothe will be the first with 
the highly-attenuated live virus on 
humans. The trials may not start 
until early 1957.

Egypt today rejected the British- 
French Suez proposal, but sug­ 
gested the creation of a negotiat­ 
ing body to seek a settlement of 
the dispute. 
Egyptian Foreign Min I s t e r 
Mahmoud Fawi told the I’, N. 
Security Council that the British 
and French had merely reintro­ 
duced the proposal of the first 
London Conference on the Suet 
which already had been turned 
down. 
“We do not think it wise or prof­ 
itable to re • introduce proposals 
which already’ have been reject­ 
ed.” he said. 
The plan, submitted to the coun­ 
cil last FYiday 
by 
Britain 
and 
France, called on the council to 
endorse the London recommenda­ 
tions for international control of 
the 103-mile waterway and urged 
Egypt to use these recommenda­ 
tions as a basis for negotiation. 
In expressing 
Egypt's 
willing­ 
ness to create a negotiating com­ 
mittee. Fawi outlined these main 
objectives:

cooperation between the Egyptian 
authority operating the Suez Ca­ 
nal and the users of the canal, 
taking into full consideration the

This police has been made clear 
by Lewis during sessions of UMW 
convention sessions here, which re­ 
sumed today for a second week. 
Lewis told the convention that 
the new’ era of peaceful labor ne­ 
gotiations in the industry, contrast­ 
ing with the former period of bitter 
strikes, is making possible larger 
combinations of coal producers. 
The UMW chief said the industry j 
trend toward a few- big operating 
firms is to be desired, not blocked. J

miners greater benefits. 
“These great combines now’ be-=

Lewis said. “ That is modern oper­ 
ation. That condition is one wMch 
I think the industry* now in its m a­ 
jor sense is dedicated to contin­ 
ue ” 
The significance of the situation 
in coal seemed to be that Lew’is, 
having succeeded in building the 
UMW labor organization 
into 
a 
force fully able to barter the best 
term s possible, now is encouraging 
coal producers into more efficient 
combinations to pay even higher 
wages and keep costs down. Lewis 
recently won a new $2.40 daily pay 
boost for coal miners that brought 
them to a $22.25 basic wage level. 
Underlying the situation is the 
oft expressed theory that organ­ 
ized labor may further force to­ 
gether an organized capital and 
threaten future separate monop­ 
olies of both labor and business. 
However, the coal industry, even 
if it should consolidate further, as 
Lewis seems to feel likely, still 
must operate in competition with 
the thriving oil and gas industries 
for the nation's fuel market.

U.S. Figures Reveal 
Electrified Forms 
Have Many Risks 


With the 
opening 
of 
National 
Fire Prevention Week, Circleville 
Fire Chief Talmer Wise today call­ 
ed attention to figures just issued 
by Glenn Rowell of the Fire Un­ 
derwriters 
Inspection 
Bureau of 
Minnesota. 
Rowell Is chairman of one of 
the 14 panels that make up tho 
National Fire Protection Assoc­ 
iation's national electrical rode, 
the country's most widely adopt­ 
ed safety code. And Rowell de­ 
clared that four out of every five 
electrified farms in the United 
States are loaded with electrical 
fire hazards. 
It is to be assumed, Wise point­ 
ed out, that the same percentage 
would hold for Pickaway County. 
Since there are nearly five mil­ 
lion electrified farms in the na­ 
tion. about four million would be 
covered by Rowell's assertion. 


WHEN THE bam shown above was totally destro>ed by fire last 
year, the direct dollar loss to a Midwestern farm family was esti­ 
mated to be $50,000. Circleville Fire Chief Talmer Wise has called at­ 
tention to a claim that four out of every five electrified farms in the 
United States are full of fire hazards due to neglect and overloading 
of wiring. This is National Fire Prevention Week. 


Uncle Sam Short On Cash; 
Plans To Borrow New Batch 


MOST OF the fire hazards to be 
found on America’s farms, he said, 
can be traced to a combination of 
overloading wires and the use of 
wiring materials never 
intended 
for use in damp or corrosive loca­ 
tions. Rowell explains the problem 
this way: 
When electricity first replaced 
the kerosene lamp, in farmsteads, 
it was looked upon merely as a 
lighting 
substitute. 
The 
glaring 
mistake was made in failing to 
recognize the farm as an indus­ 
trial establishment, where electri­ 
cal wiring materials would be sub­ 
ject to moisture, corrosive atmos­ 
phere and wide t e m p e r a t u r e 
changes. 
Electrification 
grew 
by 
leaps 
and bounds; more appliances, la­ 
bor saving, profit-makmg devices 
were added. 
Bat a farm wired by ion kilo­ 
watt boors per 
month 
cannot 
operate profitably or safely when 
350 kilowatt hours are 
needed 
each month.

problem is pointed up by these 
statistics: out of over 40,000 farm­ 
stead 
electrical

Minnesota, Wisconsin and the Da­ 
kotas, less than 800 were found 
tree of life or fire hazards!

Rowell. And he predicts, the farm 
load will rea^h 1200 kilowatt hours 
per month within the next IO years.
